too, that tho inhorifxd power of memory in 
the Chinese race, of which one hears so 
rouch, would prove a considerable factor in 
their progress, but thisis far from being the 
caso. It would cortainly be a0 in Examina- 

jon, if special care wera not taken in fram- 
ing tha questions to avoid putting them in 
such a form os would all) w of an answer 
being previously committed to memory. 
But as a matter of fact, in daily school life 
there wou'd appear to be a snd lack: of an 
intelligent memory ; the master cannot 
rely on the. work done in tho previous 
yenr'ag a foundation on which to raiso 
‘@ highér superstructure. 1 have dwelt at 
thia length on the characteristics of Chi- 
neo boys, because only those, daily engaged 
in the task of-teaching, know exactly where 
the difficultios lie, and because sume ex- 
planation is thua afforded of the necessity, 
| of tho slow progress that has boon made in 
the past, and may be expected for soma 
timo in the future. 

"  coURSK GF sTUDIES. 

8. To impart the principles of a sound 
education in English ia the main object of 
this Government Tustitution. In tho dis- 


tribution of work to cach class this is 
steadily aimed at, and strict injunctions 
sro given to employ the English Janguage 
alone in allinstruction, except of course in 
tho Translation Less na and when, occasion- 
ally in Junior Classés, diflicu!ties requira to 
be explained.in Chinese... The natural con- 
scquenco of this is that tho boys become 
very apt at understanding what is.said to 
them nglish, The groat problem is 
how to get boys to ‘speak English before 
they leave school. Experience hae shown 
that, within o fow monthe after obtaining a 
situation, our Chinese boys, with their ature 
of grammatical rules and knowledge of com- 
position, develop the. power of. speaking 
English very creditably ; but as a rula, 
only Papil Teachers’ and Monitors. really 
spoak English well. befors leaying school, 
This would seem to point: clearly to 2 want 
of aelf confidence and to the absence’ of the
